Former Star Explains W hy Grapplers 
Ars Poor Boxers. 
Charley Cutler, manager of Jess Wil­ 
lard, the Kansas heavyweight and a 
former wrestler and boxer of ability, 
states that a successful wrestler can 
never succeed in the ring. 
This ex­ 
pression of opinion was brought out as 
the result of the announcement that 
Jesse Westergaard had decided to try 
his luck as a white hope in pugilism. 
Cutler said: “The whole question turns 
on the fact that wrestling brings into 
play an altogether different set of mus­ 
cles from that utilized in the giving 
and taking of punches. 
“You must either attend strictly to 
one game or the other. Years of work 
on the mat have utterly unfitted me for 
the fighting business. 
Once in awhile 
I slip on t he gloves with WH Hard or 
some one else for a bit of exercise, and 
I can notice at once how stiffly I lead 
In contrast to the days before I took up 
wrestling.
